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MILITARY SERVICE 


It seems fitting to mention the military record of Norris 
Metcalf. He was the father of Rachel Metcalf who married 
John Dees in Ciay County, Kentucky 23 July 1824. She was 


hir first wife. 


Norris served in the War of i812. He enrolled as a Private 
in Capt. Thomas Asbury's company, First Regiment Kentucky 
Mounted Militia, commanded by Lt. Col. Samuel Caldwell. 
(Madison County, Ky.) 


The records of the War of 1812 are few and scattered. The 
only Roll Call for Norris is dated September 18 to October 
LO} 1812. 


The United States declared war on the British in June, 1812. 
Early in the war two regiments and a number of companies of 
Mounted Militia were raised. A proposal to use them to rout 
the Indians was made and rejected in a letter to the War 
Department by General W.H. Harrison, in January, 1813. 


However, Secretary of War, General John Armstrong in February 
1813, wrote to Col. Richard M. Johnson to raise up regiments 
of Mounted Militia. They were subsequently taken into the 


U.S. Forces. 


The regiment that Norris Metcalf was in had stood in readiness. 
They were called into action in May, 1813, to the rescue of 
Gen. Harrison's troops at Fort Meigs. The Mounted Militia 
routed the Indians from Fort Wayne to Illinois to Ohio and 
back again. They acquitted themselves very well. 


It cannot be stated for certain how much of the campaign 
Norris participated in, but one can believe he did his 


duty.

The Kentucky Dees Family records would be incomplete 


without mention of the collateral lines. 


Mark Dees' daughter Celitha married Wyatt Hazelwood, son 
of Wyatt S. Hazelwood 8 August 1830, in Laurel County. 
Celitha's brother John Dees was a witness and Isaac Forbes 


officiated. 


Wyatt S. Hazelwood and H. Deshazar jointiy conveyed some 
property to Pleasant Tucker as per a tax list in Buckingham 
County, Virginia in 1817. 


It isn't clear when Wyatt and his family arrived in Kentucky, 
but he is listed on a Clay County tax list for 1820 owning 
several hundred acres on White Oak Creek and appears in the 


1820 Federal census record. 


Laurel County was organized in 1826, whether Wyatt S. land 
fell in that county or they moved there is unknown at this 
time. However, he is shown there in the 1830 Federal Census. 
His son Thomas Hazelwood is listed seperately as he was 


married to Polly Metcalf 10 December 1827, in Laurel County. 


On the 28th day of July 1826, the Grand Jury of Laurel 

County found enough evidence to indict Thomas Hazelwood 

for the stabbing of James Elkins. The sheriff was ordered to 
"bring his body before the court". But he was not found in 
his bailwick. The result was that Wyatt S. and another son 
John S. Hazelwood was charged with “siding and abetting" 
Thomas and bail was set at $100 each. 


At the September term 1829, of the County Court, Sheriff 
Samuel McHargrue again reported the Hazelwoods were "not 
found in my bailwick". They must have been in hiding when 
the sheriff came around because the census taker enunerated 
them in 1830.

Nevertheless, the family moved to Madison County Kentucky 
where they are located in real estate records, census 


records and marriage records. 


Thomas’ wife Polly must have died, because he married 
Elizabeth Johnson, & November 1836, in Madison County. 

His brother John 8. Married Susan Johnson 31. August 

1833. Elizabeth Hazelwood (probable daughter of Wyatt S.) 
married David Barnett 14 July 1833 in Madison County. 


Trouble seemed to follow these men. John 8S. Hazelwood was 
charged with the burning of the house of his neighbor George 
West. He appeared in court 10 September 1835, was convicted 
and served a prison term. He was acquitted by the judge 2 
June 1840, “that the Plaintiff would depart without delay". 


John did not leave the county. Instead he filed a $5000 
suit. His innocence is questionable due to the wording of 
the suit. He lost the suit and had to pay court costs. John 
stayed in Madison County until about 1859, at which time he 
sold his property and moved to Missouri where he died in 
Gentry County, 3. October 1879. 


In the meantime, Thomas had turned over his land to his 
brother John in 1841 and disappeared. 


A family story relates that a brother to Wyatt named Rolly 
killed a colored man because he spoke to a white woman. Wyatt 
made bail for him, but Rolly skipped and Wyatt lost his 
property. There are no records found to prove this story. 

It could have gotten garbled through the generations of 
telling and could have been Thomas caught up at last for 

- the Laurel County stabbing (Rolly could have been a middle 
name or a nick-name). 


During this time James Dees, Celitha's brother, traveled 
to Madison County and there married Wyatt's sister Mary

18 October 1837. 


They are not enunerated in the 1840 Madison County 
or Laurel County Federal Census. It is possible they 
were living in the household of one of the Hazelwood 


families, or they were missed by the Census taker. 


By 1850, Wyatt and Celitha were living in Clay County, 
Kentucky. James Dees and his wife Mary were living in 


Laurel County. 


The last record found of Wyatt S. Hazelwood is in reference 
to a Court case in 1841. So he probably died in Madison 
County. There is no clue to the name cf his wife and 


she probably died in Madison County, too. 


Wyatt and Celitha had the following childrez: 

Henry (ca. 1831 - ?) Thomas (ca. 1834 - ?) David S. 

(27 November 1835 - 2 June 1922) James (1839 - ?) 

Sarah Ann (1840 - 7) Jokn (1843 - 7) Elizabeth (1846 - ?)

Celitha died after 1869, and Wyatt died in 1892, both are 
buried at the Ben Hacker Cemetary in Foggertown, Clay 
County on land that adjoined their property. There are no 


markers. 


Wyatt and Celitha have many descendants in a number of 


states.

- Reta Lawrence Piggot, Ark., attended our Meeting in August 
1987. She filled in a family group sheet which stated her 
father's name as William Jirdon Dees, born Marquand, Mo. 
1867, died 19239 in Piggot, Ark. Her Mother was Arona Vangil.

born 1884 died 1917, Piggot, Ark. The wide difference in 
their ages indicated a second marriage or his birthdate was 
incorrect. 


She stated her grandfather was William Simpson Dees and her 
grandmother was Mary Jane Edwards. Never having read the 
name Simpson connected with Dees, I thought possibly it was 
Sampson instead. I checked Southern Historical Families 
but there was no William Sampson Dees listed. 


In the meantime, my sister Agnes Cromie had the same thought 
about the name Sampson. Knowing of the Sampson Dees (Needham's 
brother) she wrote to Reta with this suggestion. 


Reta's friend Mrs. Dorris Cox wrote to Agnes for Reta, 
sending information from the 1900 Clay Co., Ark. Federal 
Census. (I didn't know this until later). It listed 

W.S. Deese born 1850, Married 27 years, wife Mary J. born 
1850 and showed William Jirdon Dees born 1874, Mo., age 
25, among other children. 


Mrs. Cox asked for further information. Agnes sent a 
copy of the information on Sampson Dees and his son Denson and 
Luke, with the suggestion she check Denson's line. 


After Geraldine Sanders Smith joined our Association in 
early 1988, I asked her to check Mo. Census records, 
especially Marquand, Mo., for William Sampson Dees. She 
sent information on several Dees families with males named 
William, in various counties and several Census years. 


One of these counties, Bolinger in 1880, showed William 
Dees age 29, wife Mary J. age 29, Zenas age 4, and 

Thomas L. age 4 Mos. In the same census are Bluford Dees . 
age 58 and Phoeba 58 and John Levi Robbins age 20,

Amanda B. age 22, Mary L. age 5 Mos. 


Geraldine had a notation in her records that in 1870, 
Marshall Co., Ky. Census listed Bluford Dees with a William 
S. age 19 and Amanda age 12. I knew then I was on the 

right track. Geraldine had pointed out that Bolinger 
County was created in 1851. The western strip of Madison 
County became Bolinger and was within a few miles of 
Marquand, Mo. It was so close that may people received 
mail at Marquand, although they lived in Bolinger County. 


So, I wrote to the Bolinger County Clerk's office for a 
marriage record for William S. Dees and Mary Jane Edwards. 
In Book 2 Page 15, the record shows William Sampson Dees 
and Mary Jane Edwards were married 11 day of December 
1872, and filed for record Feb. 26, 1873. I sent all of 
this information to Agnes who,in turn sent it to Reta and 
her friend. Unfortunately, we've never heard from Reta 
again. I have no doubt that we discovered Reta's roots.

Joel Dees I first appears in Edgefield Co. &.C. in 1795, is shown 
there with 2 sons and 2 daughters in the census of 1800, and last 
appears there in 1818, when he and Tabitha Dees and their son 

Joel Dees Jr. made a deed. He was a Revolutionary soldier in 
North Carolina according to his pension claim from Baldwin Co. Ala. 
in the early 1840's (Pension Claim R-2841), which states that he. 
enlisted in 1776, served at various times until the end of. the war, 
and was in an engagement at Brown Marsh, N.C., in the Battle of 
Guilford, and Yorktown, when Cornwallis surrendered. His claim 

to a Revolutionary Pension is to some degree given additional . 
substantiation by the fact that "J. Dees", otherwise unidenti-— 
fiable unless he was Joel, saw service in the Revolution in 

North Carolina “(Revolutionary Accounts at Raleigh, Vol.VIITI,:::. 
p-13, folder 1). The claim is circumstantial, but was refused 
because of lack-of documentary proof, which the old soldier said 
was all burned, when he was liwing at his sister's house in North 
Carolina and the home was destroyed by fire. The claim also states 
that he lived for many years in EdZ##2é?& Johnston Go., N.C., then 
for many years in Edgefield Co., 5.C., then for 6 years in Richmond 
Co. Georgia, before he finally moved to Baldwin Co., Alabama.

good old days; when life was 
simpler, people took time to 
visit, and community life centered 
around the General Merchandise 
Store? I know’a place where it’s still 
like that! ° 
Come with me to Van Cleave, :Mis- 
sissippi, about fifteen miles north of 
Ocean Springs on Highway 59, and 
let’s pay a visit to the Dees General 
Merchandise Store. It’s not a mu- 
seum, but a real live operating busi- 


i VER get.a hankering for the

ness catering to folks whose families 
have been settled around there since 
the early 1800s. 

Most of them are English, who 
came over from England, or the 
Carolinas and Virginia. They were 
given land grants, and brought with 
them a knowledge of farming and 
cattle raising. They found the land 
suitablethe forest of long leaf pine 
rich in timber, and later turpentining. 
and charcoal burning were profitable 
businesses. The present generation is 


going in for-cattle raising, and there 
are quite a few real ranches in the 
area. : 


Here in this rolling pine land, 
where Bluff Creek wanders down 


- from the hills into the adjacent Pas- 


cagoula swamplands, visitors will find 
a veritable hunting and fishing heay- 
en, plus the fun of becoming ac- 
quainted with a people who are con- 
tent with their lives and traditions. 


In the center of the community, 
just across the Bluff Creek bridge, 
sits Dees Store. It is a large weather- 
beaten structure, raised high on its 
foundation to escape the high waters 
that sometimes flood the lands beside 
the creek. Out in front ‘are modern 
gas tanks, the yards are filled with 
ears, trucks, horses, sometimes wan- 
dering cows and pigs. Along the front 
of the store runs a wide gallery, with 
crude benches, nearly always occu- 
pied by resters, in from the woods, or 
the farms, or the saw mills, or the 
nearby fishing camps. Lounging ne-

groes are waiting for the wood-trucks 
or for the womenfolks to “make 
groceries.” All of them will smile and 
speak, and go on with their “news- 
passing.” On the walls are tacked the 
usual signs, political posters, church 
supper notices and there is even a 
shoe shine chair chained to its stand! 

Upon entering, even on the hottest: 
days, I am always amazed at the.cool- 
ness inside. Stop a minute and accus- 
tom your eyes to the dimness, no neon 
glare in here. The main part of the 
store is very wide, long and high ceil- 
inged, perhaps 110 long by 50 feet 


wide. Over the years rooms and 


The Van Cleave U.S. Postoffice—the 6 feet 
square enclosure inside Dees Store around 
which the life of the community has re- 
volved for many interesting years.

rooms and sheds and sheds have been 
added. The walls and ceiling are 
heart pine, painted a long while ago, 
white I suppose, but now a weathered 
ivory. 

Stop right inside the front door 
and take a leisurely look around. Di- 
rectly in the center is a square box- 
like structure with windows. The 
U.S. Post Office! No gingerbread dec- 
orations, purely functional. This is 

_ the heart of the community, at least 
it was.for many years before the days 
of paved roads and rural mail deliv- 
ery. 

Mr. Bennie Taylor is inside the en- 
closure, delivering a package from D. 
H. Holmes Store in New Orleans to 
a woman customer in a pink-checked 
house dress. Perhaps this new finery 
will be worn on the first Sunday at 
the New Prospect Camp Ground 
meeting, which has been a big occa- 
sion around here for over 100 years. 

Mr. Flurry, the other store keeper, 
comes up to greet us, and we start 
out asking questions over a cold 
Coke. When we ask him if we can 
just look around, he says, “Sure, go 
right ahead. Plenty of tourists and 
northern people come here to look 
around; but nearly always end up 
buying something we’ve-had in stock 
for 20 years. Those old iron wash 
pots, for instance. Nearly everyone 
around here has automatic wash- 
ers." 

Such a conglomeration of mer- 
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chandise, thousands of things, stacked 
on shelves, hanging from the walls, 
filling every inch of.the place, such 
incongruous groupings of things, but 
at the same time there is an orderli- 
ness in the disorder. Let’s start at 


‘the drygoods department on our left 


and work back. Shelves are filled 
with piece goods, and men’s hats, 
cheap ones and Stetsons. In the glass 
cases are jewelry and hair nets; cot- 
ton petticoats and table linen; silver- 


ware and school supplies; nylon hose 
and black: cotton ones. On top of the 
counters are fishing hats, bonnets, 
men’s sport shirts, baby strollers, 
blankets, electric fans, ice cream 
freezers, both hand cranks and elec- 
tric, rain coats, paint brushes and 
sponges. 

Next we come to the drug depart- 
ment. Shelf after shelf of patent 
medicines interspersed with various

articles such as vacuum bottles be- 
side Lydia E. Pinkham Compound, 
Heat powder, 666 tonic, pine oil, ant 
poison, oil and gasoline lamps. (REA 
has only been in this community a 
few years and many folks are not 
enjoying it yet.) There are two-gal- 
lon camp coffee pots beside Cory 
coffee makers. 


Underneath the - back balcony, 
which is hung. with horse collars, 
bridles, saddle blankets, ropes, plow 
shares, automobile tires, and log 
chains, is the hardware department. 

' There are. kegs of nails, pots and 
pans, garden seeds, and one shelf of 
“Camwood Ivory” by Universal. Din- 
ner sets and oven-proof kitchen ware, 
not for sale! Such pieces are given 
free with cash purchases and coupons. 


In addition to the usual pieces there: 


are china salad servers and demi-tasse 
cups! 

Behind this there is a lean-to shed 
containing: sacks of charcoal, tanks 
of kerosene, and an electric pop-corn 
stand! Hanging on the wall is an old 
ice cream parlor iron chair. 

Up on the balcony is an array of 
plumbing and electrical supplies, in 
addition to more horse collars, wagon 
shafts and tricycles and toys. 

Back down stairs we wander into 
the grocery department. There is an 
enormous stock of canned goods, 
plus racks of fresh turnip greens, 
onions, sweet potatoes and blackeyed 
peas. There are sacks of grits, big 
bags of flour, plus Bake-N-Serve 
rolls! Spang iz the center of this area 
is a barrel of cane fishing poles. 

Let‘s slip into the room opening 
off the grocery, which contains such 
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fascinating articles as _ pot-bellied 
stoves, those historic iron wash pots, 
spiders, Dutch ovens-on-legs, corn 
stick and muffin pans, huge black tin 
biscuit pans for camp style eating. 
Hanging on the wall are huge dip- 
pers, perfect for ladling out squirrel 
stew! ; 

Next to this room is the screened- 
in meat market, with a modern dis- 


-play: counter containing pork chops, 


steaks, “Red Hots,” sausage in oil, 
salt pork and hoop cheese; but NO 
cracker barrel. 


When we turn around we are. in 


the fishing tackle department. And 


the stock on hand is indicative of 
the various types of fishing enjoyed 
up in Big Bear Bayou, Red Creek, 
Dead Lake, the Pascagoula River 
Swampland Paradise. If you are a 
fisherman, Dees has the tackle. Fly 
rods, glass rods, spinning rods, and 
that old faithful, -the “slaughter” 
pole. Here are bait buckets, oars, 
paddles, outboard motors, — tennis 
shoes, hip boots, boat seats and if you 
want a boat, they can order it for 
you! 

Last we will take a fast look at 
Mr. Dees’ office. Over the door 
hangs the biggest mirror in Van 
Cleave, or perhaps on the Coast. This 
might not look like the ‘Executive 
Suite” but it IS functional. The fur- 
nishings are rocking chairs, a cute 
old high stool by the desk. It is a real 
old-timer. There are two enormous 
iron safes. (Never had a robbery that 
was successful.) I’ll guarantee you 


* some big deals have been made with- 


in these four walls. ; 
Which brings us up to the man be- 
hind this business, this amazing store.

but a ball-of-fire, a fast talking, wiry, 
shrewd man of business. 

Already he’s squatting down giving 
orders to a mechanic, or blacksmith, 
underneath a big wood-hauling truck. 

With all his fast moving, he’s a 
very hospitable man, so he lets us 
persuade him back to the cool gallery 
and the interview is carried on with 
previously prepared questions, as I 
have found out he won’t sit still for 
a leisurely chat. 

Question—Where were you barn 
Cliff? Here? 

Answer—Nope! Grand Bay, Ala- 
bama, 1886 (He sure doesn’t look it.) 
My father was a timber contractor. 
Had three sons: Menden, who was an 
automobile dealer in Biloxi; Calvin, 
who. had a store like mine up in Perk- 
inston, his son Gene runs it now; and 
one sister, a Mrs. Martinierre in Bi- 
loxi.

ANTONIO KREBS CLAIM SECTION #8 
ES AREDS VERIM SECTION #8 


Many years after Mississippi became a 
state (1817), the Federal Government recog- 
nized and authenticated the French Land Grant 
of this area to Antonio Krebs on April 23, 
1847, under the Federal Act of May 8, 1822, 
which authenticated and approved the earlier 
French and Spanish Land Grants and which 
thereafter were designated as "Claim Sections".

The Antonio Krebs Claim Section was 
destined to see an exciting era stretching 
from the late 1820's to the late 1850's and 


beyond. The beginnings of this era are found

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OLD McRAE HOTEL 


The exciting era was due in part to the 
most famous resort hotel being built in this 
area. Fronting on the beach and located be- 
tween what is now Pascagoula Street and Buena 
Vista Street was the impressive McRae Hotel. 
(A smaller hotel by the same name and built 
by the same owner was located in West Pasca- 
goula, now known as Gautier.) Sometime be- 
tween 1830 and 1860 this palatial structure 
made the Pascagoula area burst into a mecca 
for well-to-do tourists who strolled in the 
balmy Gulf Breezes and partook of fine cui- 
sine. (The gentlemen also partook of the 
poker games which were available daily.) 
There are varying reports as to the size of 
the hotel, but from all accounts it consisted 
of 250 to 300 rooms with several cottages on 
the grounds. One such cottage was destined 
to become famous in its own right as the 
Cottage-By-The-Sea. 


The owner of the property, John McRae, 
an enterprising business man who came from 
North Carolina to Jackson County in 1826, 
left the land to his four sons--Malcolm, 
Colin J., John J., and James B. It was 
destined for Malcolm, the oldest son, to 
bring the property to its fullest use, for 
it was he who developed the hotels, one in 
Pascagoula and one in Gautier (the latter one 
(3) managed by Elizabeth McRae, the mother).

Extending from the McRae Hotel waterfront 
was a long pier, 1500 or more feet (extending 
into deeper water) and wide enough for two 
carriages to pass. Horse-drawn carriages 
were used between the hotel and sea end of the 
pier. These carried the passengers and cargo

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which arrived by sail or steam-powered excur- 
sion vessels (packets) from New Orleans. The 
pier was also used for loading supplies for 
delivery by "lighters", a barge-type sailboat, 
to large schooners anchored in "middle fleet" 
near Horn Island. (32) = 


The hotel turned out to be short-lived 
for it was destroyed by fire in the early 
1860's. It's owner, Malcolm McRae, did not 
attempt to rebuild the hotel. 


But for the unique personalities of the 
McRae family, Pascagoula would have missed 
its place in early history. The father, John 
McRae was a man of immense energy, personal 
charm, and imagination. His drive and abili- 
ty were inherited by his sons, three of whom 
served in public office. In 1854, John J. 
McRae, Jr., became the 15th Governor of 
Mississippi. He served a full four year term 
at a crucial time when the economic forces, 
which produced the Civil War, were driving 
the state's leadership into an adamant posi- 
tion from which, ultimately, it could not 
retreat. (32) Colin J. became a Confederate 
Congressman; and the youngest brother, James 
B., a Colonel in the Confederate Army. (1) 


The hotel in Pascagoula was of such 
grandeur as to host the famous Mexican War 
General and later U. S. President, Zachary 
Taylor. It was the scene of one of his 
pre-inauguration balls. 


: John J. McRae, Jr., died in 1835; and

This establishment, called by many "1 
ideal summer resort" while others simply 
knew it as "the hotel" or “the cottage", 
much easier to recall ‘since it was famous 
during the last part of the 19th Century. 
was in the 1880's when the well-known

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proprietor, Charlie Boster, opened for busi- 
ness and early records read like storybook 
ads vying for the tourist trade. Take, for 
example, this description taken from an 1895 


writing of Along the Gulf. 


"This hotel is in the town of Pascagoula 
on Front Street, immediately faciig the Bay 
of Pascagoula (within 40 feet of the water), 
giving a fine view of the islands, shipping, 
etc., and receiving in full during the summer 
months the cool balmy breezes from the Gulf 
of Mexico. It's owner, Charles Boster, is a 
well-known hotel man in the south. There 
are several buildings connected with the main 
cottage and all accommodations are nicely 
fitted for guests. The large, airy rooms 
have wide verandas which will withstand the 
cool winter winds. The dining room is one 
of the best: appointed and coolest on the 
Gulf Coast. The table is par excellent the 
attraction of the hotel. The best the mar- 
kets, surrounding country, and waters of the 
Bay can furnish are supplied to the guests 
with a lavish hand. This, combined with the 
efficient service maintained in every depart- 
ment, makes it one of the most popular resorts 
On the Gulf Coast." 2 


The Biographical and Historical Memoirs 
of Mississippi (14) has recorded that this 
resort accommodated 60 to 70 guests. It was 
lighted throughout by gas and had a fine 
wharf extending out into the bay with a roomy 
fishing pier at the end. Bath houses were 
attached on each side, and the finest salt 
water bathing to be found on the coast could 
be enjoyed the whole summer. The hotel was 
connected by telephone with all parts of 
Pascagoula, Moss Point, and Scranton.

"One feature of the cottage complex whict 
I shall tell but which I claim no part is 
Mr. Boster's dabbling with" .. . (and the 
voice hushed) . . . "the spirits!

Now I'm no gossiper, but I've been told that 
the saloon was the finest place of its kind 
between New Orleans and Mobile.

The floor was 
carpeted and showcases around the walls exhib- 
jted.all sorts of souvenirs collected by 
Mr. Boster on his many travels in the Guif of 
Mexico and Carribean Sea: Other curiousities 
had been presented him by seafaring friends 
who stopped at the "Cottage Complex" while 
ei oo Pascagoula port for an overnight visit.

, Curiously I .interrupted, “Tell me about 
Charlie Boster. He seems to have been quite 
a fellow." 


"Well," the voice relaxed, "he was--he 
was. A native of Germany, born in 1828, he 
came to the United States when he was 17 and 
served in the United States Navy during the 
Mexican War on. board the Frigate Cumberland. 
At the close of the war and his. term of 
service, he shipped out of New York ona 
whaling voyage, which lasted three years and 
which took him around the world. During 
this time he had many thrilling adventures 
and suffered many hardships, but acquired 
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invaluable knowledge about Many countries. 

On his return, he took up residence in New 
Orleans and engaged in the mercantile and 
steamboat business. In the 1850's he was 
proprietor of the bar on the steamer "Creole", 
one of the passenger boats going from New 
Orleans to different watering places on the 
Gulf Coast. After the Civil War he tried 
various places until he settled in Pascagoula 
in 1878. We are told he attained an enviable 
reputation in the community, by his public 
spirit and fair dealing with his neighbors 
and guests, by his genial disposition, and 
his close attention to their wants and com- 
fort.

On May 2, 1851, Eugenia Baptiste and 
husband, Jacob Baptiste, conveyed the proper 
ty to William S. Dodson. The original re- 
cords of the Courthouse were burned three 
times in fires of 1862, 1866, and 1875; and 
this Deed has been re-recorded in Deed Book 
Page 122, Land Deed Records of Jackson Count 
Mississippi. The original Dodson homestead 
lot ran from the Beach to Washington Avenue 
and included the land that during the,1930's 
and 1940's was in the "Rose Garden" of 
Captain H. H. Colle and the north part is nc 
the home place of Mrs. Ollie Colle. William 
S. Dodson built a large two-story wood frame 
house with porches across the front, and 
operated what was known as Dodson House Hote 
which began operation before the Civil War 
and operated until the late 1800's. Mr. Dod 
son was the great-grandfather of Charles and 
Henry Torjusen. Just west of the fence of 
this property was the property of the large 
hotel, known as the Pascagoula Hotel, or the 
McRae Hotel. Just east of this property on 
Buena Vista Street in the front yard of the 
present Dr. Enger home, was the post office 
for the town of East Pascagoula.

Perhaps one of the most well-known and 
prominent figures who visited and lived for

PRESIDENT AND MRS. ZACHARY TAYLOR 


The story begins in 1847, immediately 
at the close of the Mexican War, when the 
then General Zachary Taylor and Mrs. Taylor 
came to Pascagoula. (The Taylors knew this 
area, since they had previously vacationed 
here at the old McRae Hotel from their plan- 
tation home near Baton Rouge.) 


The Taylors spent several summers and 
an undetermined length of time at a home on 
the beach (located west of a bayou and 11th 
Street--near the Dantzler property). Rumors 
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are that General Taylor also purchased or 
leased a 40 acre tract of land behind the 


present city park. 


An interesting story found in the 
writings of historian Walter Lewis is that 
General Taylor built Pascagoula's first 
housing project, which ran from the beach 
north to Lincoln Avenue (now Ingalls). He 
named the streets in this project after bat- 
tles he fought in the Mexican War--Buena 
Vista, Resca de la Palma, Cherubusco, and 
other names which still exist today. (17)

Another story is that General Taylor 
dismissed the remnant of his "Mississippi 
Rifles", the army he commanded during the 
Mexican War, somewhere along the beachfront 
and paid the men off in gold worth $10,000.

One of the last occupants of the home 
was the L. E. Cox family. Mr. Cox, an ener- 
getic leader and businessman in Scranton and 
East Pascagoula, bought the home from the 
Volney Brown family about 1900. 


During the time the Cox family lived in 
the house, it was the subject of an unusual 
episode. Fannie Louise Cox Voitier relates 
this story about her sister: 


"On the day in question (1916), a water 
Spout from the bay came ashore right 

in the path of the Cox home. Nudrey 
Cox, then an infant of two, was craw] - 
ing on a living room rug runner. The 
waterspout forced open the front doors, 
took the baby and rolled her in the 

rug and tossed her against an antique 
mirrored hatrack. The hatrack turned 
Over on the child and protected her 
from further harm. The family was 
frantic until they discovered the child 
unharmed, rolled in the rug. Audrey 
became Mrs. Douglas Nichols and lived 
pejcetle until her death in 1974."

P.O. Box 984 f 7s ue m 
Pascagoula, MS 39568 ang 1 a 
Dear Mrs. Rodgers: 


Dorothy and Frank Youd {brother and sister-in-law of Ann Fisher who wrote you a letter 
concerning the recent Dees article in your quarterly publication} were kind enough to 
send me a copy of the article printed in your December 1996 quarterly concerning the 
Dees Family Cemegery and history of the family. I have ancestors on this line, and it has 
been great to fill in‘'and compare information to what Harry McDonald provided in this. I 
found much of it very interesting and greatly appreciate all his work and all I’ve been 
able to add. I am writing to you to offer a bit of additional data on this family {just 
filling in a couple of holes}, to offer some information I have which seems to strongly 
conflict, and also to address what seems to me to be some erroneous information in this 
article. On some of this conflicting information, I would appreciate being able to 
compare and weigh sources with McDonald’s, to determine the more likely validities, if 
that is possible. 


I am sending you a descending chart, beginning with Emanuel Dees, Dempsey Dees’ 
great grandfather. | am sending you this simplified chart, without text or other events, as 
the information I have compiled is fairly extensive. I will instead list out what I think are 
especially pertinent bits of information relating to this article. Most of my sources are 
secondary {books, etc.}, some are tertiary, a few are primary. I will enclose a listing 
where I’ve highlighted sources used in finding Dees information for the generations 
listed on the descending chart. Unfortunately, with the simple descendant format, these 
can’t be source-noted to each specific event. I would have to send you a bundle to 
provide that {from what I understand of the computer program}. 


From the December 1996 article entitled “Restoration of the Dees Family Cemetery” by 
Harry McDonald and Troop 220, page 40, in your publication: 


I have, from several sources, that Dempsey’s parents were Jacob Dees and Ferrabee 
Reynolds {rather than Benjamin as is stated in the article}, that Jacob’s father was 
William, and that William’s father was Emanuel. I am curious what sources Mr. 
McDonald used to determine Benjamin as Dempsey’s father, as it has seem fairly well 
established, though from secondary sources, that Dempsey’s father was Jacob. 
Additionally, I have Dempsey’s birth as ca 1764 in Johnston Co., N.C., which conflicts 
with information in Mr. McDonald’s research {ca 1774 in Sumpter County, N.C.}. I 
have them in the Carolinas as well, but tracing to Emanuel brings them back past that to 
Virginia. If there is anything I’ve been learning in this family history business, however, 
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it is that I cannot be sure of connections without primary sources. It is also possible there 
are two Dempseys, as given names seem to recur in this family a great deal, often even 
within the same generation. 


Concerning Dempsey’s son, Mark Dees: I have him as born in S.C. rather than N.C. I 
have him on the Conecuh County Census in 1820, rather than relocating to that place in 
1835. I have his wife’s, Jane Pippins’, birthdate as 10 May 1801 in either GA or N.C. 
Her father Asa Pippins, died between 1850 and 1856. I have seen no previous evidence 
of Mark Dees having the middle initial “A.”, though his grandson and great grandson 
were both named Mark Ashley Dees. 


Concerning Calvin Elias Dees: I have him born in Alabama, perhaps Mobile, by all 
accounts {rather than Edgefield, $.C.}. I have seen a number of printed sources which 
agree with McDonald’s research on the marriage event for he and Mary Charlotte 
Tippins being 24 October 1838, with a likely place of Alabama. I have located a 
marriage certificate for “Calvin Dees and M.E. Tippins” from Escambia County, Florida 
dated 20 October 1838. 


Page 41 of the Dees Cemetery Article, December 1996: 


Elizabeth Ann Dees’ son, William C. Easterling, has been given a birth date of 1965 in 
error; it should be 1865. Jane Tippin Dees’ son, Earl Dees Fort, has been given a death 
date of 1970; it should be 1870. 


Page 42: 


“5-3. Nancy Marie Dees” is the same person as “5-11 Nanee M. Dees” who is on page 
45. I believe the earlier birthdate of 2 November 1842 to be correct. She married twice: 
first, Henry P. Foard and, secondly, James S. Romaine. Under the section on Archibald 
Dees, his mother was Mary Charlotte Tippens {rather than Pippins, Mark Dees’ wife was 
named Jane Pippins}. It is correctly stated earlier, on page 40, that Mary Charlotte 
Tippens was married to Calvin Elias Dees, parents of Archibald. 


Page 43: 


“6-10. Calvin Elias Dees” I have this child named Calvin Eugene Dees. 


“5-5. Calvin Lemuel Dees” should be Lemuel Calvin Dees. This is my gr.gr.grandfather. 
It has been erroneously published that his date of death was 12 December 1919. He died 
28 December 1919 in Lake Charles, LA. His daughter, Mary Isabella Dees, was given an 
erroneous birth date of 2 November 1972; this should be 11 February 1872. She was 
known as “Mamie” and she married Dennis Melville Foster who was postmaster among 
other things in Lake Charles. Dennis’ parents were Major Brevet Dennis Milliken Foster 
and Martha Belle Shattuck. Leniuel Dees’ son Abbot Leroy Dees is given an erroneous 
birth year of 1973; this should be 1873. 
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Page 44: 


Mark A. Dees is Mark Ashley Dees from all I’ve seen; I have seen no evidence 
anywhere of his names being either Marcus or Aurelius - perhaps these could have been 
nicknames if they were used together. He was born 26 or 27 August 1846 in Conecuh, 
AL. He married Annie Starkey Hill in 1870 at Moss Point, MS. The additional children 
McDonaid referred to with unknown names were: Thomas Moore Dees {24 January 
1873-15 November 1934}; Adeil Rand Dees {7 May 1877-28 December 1960}; and 
Lorraine Dees {b. 29 September 1894}. 


Mary Francis Dees’ son, Hiram Dees Cudabac, was a sheriff. Listed among the Cudabac 
children here is a Cora Cudabac - could this be the same person as one I have listed as 
Flora Cudabac? I have a match already on the Dora Cudabac mentioned. Additional 
children to Mary Francis Dees and Hiram McNeil Cudabac, other than those listed in the 
article, are: Hidee; Elver; Mat; Elton; and one unknown child born about 1870 who 
may be a separate individual or may be one of the children already named. 


Page 45: 


“6-33 Hattie Eloise Dees” was given a birth year of 1878; her husband Alien Dewey 
Spooner was given a birth year of 1898. I have a birthdate for him of 18 March 1872, 
which seems more likely. 


“5-12. Eliy Dees.” His middie name was Hawthorne. It is stated in McDonald’s article 
he did not marry. He did marry. He married Charlotte Mayo on 2 March 1887. They 
had a daughter named Laura Charlotte Dees {b.1888} who never married and a son 
named Elly Hawthorne Dees who was born and died as an infant in 1895. Elly, husband 
of Charlotte, died 3 January 1896 {rather than 1894}. 


Thope this is helpful. I gieaned a lot of great information out of Mr. McDonald’s article 
to add to what I have. Also, I greatly appreciate Troop 220’s hard work in “clearing, 
£lggning and restoring” the Dees Family Cemetery. It warms my heart, and I hope they 


enjoyed the project.

While the city gives cable companies a franchise, they have. 
no regulatory say in the handling of the businesses. 

‘We don’t have any choice. They’re going to put it on us,”’ 
Ward 4 Alderman Phil Harvey said. 

Aldermen will ask for a work session with UA Cable, | 
executives, similar to last year’s. Ward 2 Alderman Mike. 
Williams asked that the board be furnished with stockholders 
reports from the corporation. He reminded other aldermen 
that last year similar reports showed that 48 percent profits, 
from the cable company were being used to, support other 
entities of the corporation.
